Gorbachev  meets  America 


Soviets  say  no  to  space  defense 


Drinking  habits  of  the 
American  populace 


MOSCOW  (AP)  —  The  Soviet  Union  “is  doing  all  that 
the  United  States  is  doing”  to  defend  against  nuclear 
attack,  but  will  not  build  a  space-based  system,  Mikhail  S. 
Gorbachev  said  in  an  interview  broadcast  Monday. 

Acknowledging  what  the  Reagan  administration  has 
long  contended,  the  Soviet  leader  said,  “I  guess  we  are 
engaged  in  research,  basic  research,  which  related  to 
these  aspects  which  are  covered  by  the  SDI  in  the  United 
States.” 

SDI  means  Strategic  Defense  Initiative,  the  formal 
name  President  Reagan  has  given  the  space-based  de¬ 
fense  project  commonly  called  “Star  Wars.” 

In  response  to  a  suggestion  that  the  Soviets  are  trying 
to  militarize  space  in  the  same  way  envisioned  by  Star 
Wars,  however,  Gorbachev  said, “We  will  not  build  an 
SDI.  We  will  not  deploy  SDI,  and  we  call  upon  the  United 
States  to  act  likewise.  If  the  Americans  fail  to  heed  that 
call,  we  will  find  a  response.” 

Gorbachev  spoke  in  a  one-hour  question-and-answer 
session  with  Tom  Brokaw  broadcast  by  NBC  News  to 
American  viewers  a  week  before  the  Communist  Party 


chiefs  trip  to  Washington  for  his  third  summit  with  Rea¬ 
gan. 

He  said  he  is  ready  to  compromise  to  reach  a  deal  for 
scrapping  half  the  superpowers’  long-range  nuclear 
weapons.  During  the  summit,  they  are  expected  to  sign  a 
treaty  getting  rid  of  all  intermediate-range  missiles. 

“We  have  some  steps  that  we  could  take  to  meet  the 
American  position  halfway,”  Gorbachev  said.  He  added, 
however,  that  he  was  not  going  to  Washington  to  negoti¬ 
ate  the  future  of  Star  Wars,  which  the  Kremlin  contends  is 
limited  to  research  by  the  1972  antiballistic  missile  treaty. 

Although  the  Senate  never  ratified  that  treaty,  both 
sides  have  observed  its  terms. 

.  “Let  America  indulge  in  research.  Insofar  as  SDI  does 
not  run  counter  to  ABM,”  Gorbachev  said.  “That  is  hot  a 
subject  for  negotiations.” 

About  other  possible  arms  agreements,  the  Soviet 
leader  said,  “We  believe  it  is  possible  to  do  a  lot  of  work 
with  this  present  administration.” 

During  the  interview,  taped  Saturday  in  the  Kremlin, 
Gorbachev  parried  Brokaw’s  pointed  questions  about  hu¬ 


man  rights;  the  firing  of  his  former  protege,  Boris  Yeltsin; 
and  whether  he  discusses  matters  with  his  wife,  Raisa. 

In  his  first  interview  with  a  U.S.  network,  (iorbachev 
offered  little  insight  into  the  conduct  of  Soviet  affairs  or 
his  governing  methods. 

Asked  whether  he  talks  to  his  wife  about  national  poli¬ 
cies  and  politics,  the  56-year-old  leader  replied,  “We  dis¬ 
cuss  everything.” 

“Including  Soviet  affairs  at  the  highest  level?”  Brokaw 
asked. 

“I  think  that  I  have  answered  your  question  in  total,” 
Gorbachev  said.  “We  discuss  everything.” 

Gorbachev  said  he  has  received  80,000  letters  from 
Americans  this  year  and  they  “helped  me  a  great  deal  to 
understand  the  American  people  better.  ” 

“I  felt  through  those  letters  an  immense  desire  of  the 
American  people  ...  to  change  the  situation  in  the  world 
for  the  better,”  he  said. 

Asked  why  the  Soviet  Union  does  not  allow  citizens  free 
international  travel  and  emigration,  Gorbachev  said  it  is 
because  the  Soviet  Union  wishes  to  avoid  a  “brain  drain.”

A  proposed  liquor  reform  bill  would 
offer  a  more  sensible  method  of  dis¬ 
pensing  liquor  in  Utah  while  improv¬ 
ing  the  image  of  the  state,  according 
to  one  state  official. 

Rep.  Grant  Protzman,  D-Ogden, 
sponsor  of  the  bill,  which  would  allow 
restaurants  to  serve  mini-bottles  of 
liijuor  at  tables,  said  several  of  the 
current  laws  are  contradictory  and 
counterproductive.  “We’re  after  a 
more  common-sense  approach  to  dis¬ 
pensing  and  monitoring,”  he  said. 

As  the  law  now  stands,  overindul¬ 
gence  is  encouraged  by  state  controls, 
which  require  a  patron  to  purchase 
liquor  from  a  state-operated  liquor 
booth  in  a  restaurant  and  take  it  to  the 
table,  he  said. 

The  system  sets  up  a  situation  in 
which  people  buy  several  mini-bottles 
at  a  time,  not  knowing  how  many  they 
will  want  during  a  meal.  A  greater 
quantity  of  liquor  is  consumed  by  pa¬ 
trons  who  find  they  cannot  take  the 
unused  bottles  out  of  the  restaurant, 
Protzman  said. 

Under  the  proposed  bill,  only  one 
drink  at  a  time  could  be  served  to  any 
patron,  slowing  consumption  and  reg¬ 
ulating  the  amount  consumed,  he 
said.  The  proposed  legislation  also 
says  a  request  for  liquor  must  be  ini¬ 
tiated  by  the  patron.  A  server  may 
not  ask  a  person  if  he  wants  a  drink. 


The  server  would  monitor  the  num¬ 
ber  of  drinks  brought  to  each  cus¬ 
tomer,  establishing  more  control  over 
who  drinks  and  how  much  is  con¬ 
sumed,  Protzman  said. 

The  new  law  would  require  that 
half  the  space  on  the  alcohol  menu 
offer  non-alcoholic  food  and  beverage 
items.  According  to  Protzman,  this 
would  pair  alcohol  with  food  to  reduce 
alcohol  consumption  on  an  empty 
stomach. 

According  to  Protzman,  increased 
hospitality  and  tourism  are  subordi¬ 
nate  benefits  of  the  proposed  legisla¬ 
tion,  and  not  his  prime  motivation. 
“Tourism  is  a  hospitality  industry, 
and  these  laws  would  give  a  less 
strange  approach  to  outsiders,”  he 
said. 

Jerry  Cahill,  spokesperson  for  The 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day 
Saints,  which  has  actively  opposed 
liquor-by-the-drink  legislation  in  the 
past,  said  any  changes  ought  to  be 
viewed  in  light  of  two  guidelines:  that 
the  profits  accrue  to  the  state;  and 
that  the  emphasis  is  on  controlling 
and  not  promoting  the  consumption  of 
alcohol.  “The  Church  is  studying  the 
matter,”  he  said. 

Protzman  said  his  bills  fit  within 
the  standards  set  by  the  Church. 
“The  LDS  Church  supports  reform  if 
it  is  within  its  guidelines,”  he  said. 
The  Citizens  Advisory  Council  and 
the  Alcoholic  Control  Commission 
also  support  the  bill,  he  said. 


Grant  recipients 
may  be  taxed

Students  who  receive,  or  have  re¬ 
ceived,  a  scholarship  or  grant  after 
August  16,  1986  may  be  required  to 
pay  taxes  on  the  money. 

According  to  a  BYU  memo  from 
the  Office  of  Financial  Aid  to  stu¬ 
dents,  the  Tax  Reform  Act  of  1986 
requires  any  amount  received  for 
scholarships  and  fellowship  grants  be 
considered  taxable  if  it  exceeds  the 
cost  of  tuition,  fees,  books,  required 
equipment  and  supplies. 

If  the  student  was  given  notice  of 
his  scholarship  or  gi’ant  before  Au¬ 
gust  16,  1986,  then  the  amounts  he 
receives  for  that  particular  award  are 
not  considered  taxable,  said  Duane  L. 
Bartle,  the  scholarship  coordinator  at 
the  BYU  student  financial  aid  office. 

He  also  said  that  if  a  student  was 
notified  of  a  four-year  scholarship  be¬ 
fore  August  16,  1986,  then  the 
amounts  received  over  the  next  four 
years  will  be  non-taxable. 

Bill  Craig,  the  public  affairs  officer 
at  the  Internal  Revenue  Service  in 
Salt  Lake  City,  said  those  students 


who  receive  a  scholarship  or  fellow¬ 
ship  grant  for  college  courses,  but 
have  no  intention  of  getting  a  degree, 
will  be  taxed  for  the  full  amount. 

The  degree-seeking  students  who 
may  be  affected  by  this  act  are  “those 
who  receive  a  grant  in  addition  to  a 
scholarship,”  Bartle  said. 

In  a  bulletin  put  out  in  October  1987 
by  the  Washington  Office  of  the  Col¬ 
lege  Board,  the  people  most  likely  to 
be  affected  are  married  students  with 
spouses  earning  income,  athletes  re¬ 
ceiving  full  scholarships  and  needy 
students  who  receive  large  grants. 

The  memo  from  the  Office  of  Finan¬ 
cial  Aid  said  each  student  is  required 
to  report  the  awards  they  receive  to 
the  Internal  Revenue  Office. 

Therefore,  a  detailed  record  of  ex¬ 
penditures  for  tuition,  fees,  books,  re¬ 
quired  equipment  and  supplies  is  nec¬ 
essary.  The  memo  also  says  that  the 
university  is  not  required  to  withhold 
any  amounts  from  the  award  pay¬ 
ments,  so  each  student  is  entirely  re¬ 
sponsible  for  any  taxes  that  may  be 
due  to  the  government. 

“Reporting  is  totally  on  the  stu¬ 
dent’s  shoulders,”  said  Bartle.

Poles  reject  governmental  economic  plan 


France  and  Iran  end  emabassy  standoff 


PARIS  (AP)  —  France  and  Iran  ended  their  4  1/2-month  embassy  standoff 
by  trading  a  pair  of  diplomats  on  Monday,  days  after  pro-Iranian  captors  in 
Lebanon  freed  two  Frenchmen. 

Officials  called  the  events  a  coordinated  effort  to  mend  a  rift  between  the 
two  nations. 

President  Francois  Mitterrand  said  the  process  should  lead  to  freedom  soon 
for  the  three  remaining  French  hostages  in  Lebanon,  but  advised  pursuing  it 
carefully,  “with  respect  for  the  dignity  of  our  country.” 

Paul  Torri,  first  secretary  of  the  French  Embassy  in  Tehran,  and  Wahid 
Gordji,  listed  as  an  interpreter  at  the  Iranian  Embassy  in  Paris,  were  flown  to 
Karachi,  Pakistan. 

They  were  frisked  on  the  runway  at  Karachi  airport  and  turned  over  to 
officials  of  their  own  countries.  Each  flew  home  in  the  plane  that  had  delivered 
the  other. 

Police  pulled  down  barricades  around  the  Iranian  Embassy  in  Paris,  which 
they  surrounded  for  five  months,  and  the  Foreign  Ministry  said  staff  members 
were  free  to  leave.

Democrats  unveil  challengers  to  Hatch 


SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  —  The  Democratic  Party  unveiled  four  new  faces 
Monday  in  its  quest  for  a  candidate  to  oppose  Republican  Sen.  Orrin  Hatch  in 
1988. 

State  Democratic  Chairman  Randy  Horiuchi  said  four  potential  candidates 
—  South  Salt  Lake  Mayor  Jim  Davis,  former  Weber  County  Commissioner 
Roger  Rawson  and  Salt  Lake  City  Mayor’s  attorneys  Brian  Moss  and  Kim 
Dunn  —  emerged  after  the  party  was  unable  to  recruit  former  Gov.  Scott 
Matheson  or  several  other  prominent  Democrats  to  enter  the  race. 

Horiuchi  appeared  with  Rawson,  Davis  and  Moss  during  a  news  conference 
at  which  the  potential  candidates  took  turns  criticizing  Hatch  and  explaining 
why  they  had  decided  to  consider  entering  the  race.  Dunn  was  unable  to  attend 
because  of  schedule  problems. 

Horiuchi  said  he  himself  still  may  challenge  Hatch  if  none  of  the  other 
candidates  is  enthusiastic  about  the  race  following  a  series  of  meetings  on  the 
campaign  during  the  next  three  weeks.  He  said  he  and  the  other  four  potential 
candidates  will  decide  among  themselves  who  has  the  best  chance  of  unseating 
Hatch,  a  popular  two-term  incumbent.

ATLANTA  (AP)  —  A  “small  but  aggressive  minority”  of  Cuban  inmates 
blocked  the  release  of  90  hostages  from  a  federal  penitentiary  Monday,  offi¬ 
cials  said,  while  hundreds  of  Cubans  who  surrendered  in  Louisiana  were  sent 
to  other  federal  prisons. 

The  same  100  Cubans,  out  of  a  total  population  of  1,118,  earlier  blocked  the 
release  of  50  hostages  in  Atlanta,  said  Patrick  Korten,  deputy  director  of  the 
public  affairs  for  the  U.S.  Justice  Department. 

“Unfortunately,  a  small  but  aggressive  minority  appears  to  be  able  to 
intimidate  this  majority  into  dragging  out  the  incident  and  avoiding  a  settle¬ 
ment,”  Korten  said.  “Had  it  been  up  to  those  who  have  been  negotiating  on 
behalf  of  the  apparent  majority,  they  (the  hostages)  would  probably  be  out.” 

The  prison  was  quiet  Monday,  and  there  was  no  inmate  reaction  to  the 
Louisiana  settlement.  Authorities  spoke  with  some  inmates  on  Monday,  but 
no  formal  negotiations  were  scheduled. 

The  riots  by  Cuban  detainees  in  both  states  followed  a  government  an¬ 
nouncement  that  2,500  Cubans  —  mostly  criminals  or  mentally  ill  —  would  be 
returned  to  their  homeland.  The  inmates  have  demanded  that  they  be  allowed 
to  remain  in  the  United  States.  Cubans  seized  the  Oakdale,  La.,  prison  Nov. 
21,  and  the  Atlanta  penitentiary  two  days  later.

WARSAW,  Poland  (AP)  —  Voters  rejected  economic  and  political  reforms, 
including  painful  price  increases  that  Poland’s  communist  leaders  said  were 
needed  to  revitalize  an  ailing,  debt-ridden  economy,  the  government  said 
Monday. 

The  results  of  Sunday’s  bold  and  unique  referendum  dealt  a  stunning  blow  to 
the  government  of  Gen.  Wojciech  Jaruzelski,  which  strongly  campaigned  for 
passage  of  the  two  questions  put  to  the  voters. 

It  was  Poland’s  first  referendum  in  41  years  and  the  first  time  in  the  nation’s 
communist  history  that  the  authorities  suffered  a  loss  in  nationwide  elections. 

Government  spokesperson  Jerzy  Urban  put  a  positive  face  on  the  outcome, 
noting  that  many  more  people  voted  in  favor  of  the  questions  than  against 
them.  By  law,  a  majority  of  eligible  voters  had  to  approve  for  them  to  pass. 

He  said  the  voters’  failure  to  approve  the  questions  was  “an  answer  to  all 
who  maintained  our  democratic  institutions  are  a  facade  and  that  the  demo¬ 
cratic  transformations  are  not  true.” 


UVCC's  new  name 


becomes  official

CHICAGO  (AP)  —  The  city  bade  a  tearful  farewell  Monday  to  Mayor 
Harold  Washington  with  prayers  and  praise  as  dignitaries,  family  and  friends 
gathered  at  his  funeral  and  thousands  mourned  outside  under  wet,  gray  skies. 

Ministers,  politicians  and  relatives  eulogized  the  city’s  first  black  mayor 
before  his  flag-draped  casket  as  a  scrappy  political  fighter  with  a  warm  sense 
of  humor. 

He  died  Wednesday  of  a  heart  attack  at  age  65. 

Several  speakers  vowed  to  carry  on  Washington’s  self-proclaimed  reform 
administration  and  surmount  the  political  struggle  now  swirling  around  who 
will  be  chosen  acting  mayor. 

“The  death  angel  can  make  the  very  important  irrelevant  in  the  winking  of 
an  eye,”  said  the  Rey.  Jesse  Jackson,  his  eyes  misty  with  tears^,  “How  could  he, 
take  Harold,  we  ask?  We  kre  hurt.'lwefneefrliim  so  much.  ' '  “  . 

“We’ll  miss  you,  buddy  ...  we  will  not  let  you  down,’’  Jackson  pledged,' 
drawing  applatise  inside  the  noh-dettoMfn'ktional  Christ'Urtiverskl  Temple.  ’ ' 


Provo’s  other  institution  of  higher 
learning  officially  became  known  as 
Utah  Valley  (Community  College 
Monday  at  a  ribbon  cutting  which  un¬ 
wrapped  a  new  120-foot  sign  at  the 
campus  entrance. 

This  is  the  fourth  name  change  the 
school  has  had  in  its  history,  said  act¬ 
ing  UVCC  President  Lucille  Stod¬ 
dard.  The  name  of  the  college  used  to 
be  such  an  easy  thing  to  say,  she  said. 
“Now  we’re  trying  to  determine  what 
kind  of  acronym  we  are  going  to  use, 
...  naturally  I  hope  that  everyone 
could  say,  ‘We’re  going  out  to  our  col¬ 
lege,’  ”  she  said. 

Provo  Mayor  Joseph  Jenkins  said, 
“If  the  citizens  of  this  county  are  go¬ 
ing  to  get  any  advantage  of  the  tax 
dollar  that  goes  to  higher  education  in 
the  county,  it’s  only  through  this  in¬ 
stitution.” 

Ralph  Nelson,  president  of  the 
Pace  Setters  group  in  the  Provo/ 
Orem  area,  presented  Stoddard  and 
UVCC  a  long-timers  award  for  the 
continuing  support  the  college  has  of¬ 
fered  the  community. 

Steve  Densley,  president  of  the 
Provo/Orem  Chamber  of  Commerce 
said,  “It’s  without  question  that  the 
university  (BYU)  can  no  longer  fill 
the  needs  of  this  community  and  that 
this  college  will  have  to  take  up  that 
slack  and  become  a  major  part  in  all  of 
our  lives.” 


Even  though  the  name  has 
changed,  it  is  important  to  maintain 
the  vocational  aspect  of  the  college, 
said  Densley.  Half  the  faculty  support 
the  new  emphasis  of  the  college  and 
half  do  not,  he  said. 

With  the  new  name,  UVCC  will  be¬ 
come  a  major  part  of  the  local  commu¬ 
nity. 

Densley  said  scheduling  facilities  at 
BYU  for  outside  groups  is  becoming 
too  expensive.  Difficulties  also  arise 
with  the  high  BYU  standards,  Dens¬ 
ley  said.  Outside  businesses  do  not 
always  espouse  the  same  standards  as 
the  school.

an  expert  says. 

Dale  J.  Stevens,  a  BYU  professor 
of  geography  and  weather  specialist, 
said  the  conditions  creating  the 
brown  fog  are  nothing  new. 

However,  until  recent  years,  early 
inversions  were  “not  as  long,  not  as 
sustained  and  not  as  dirty  as  now,” 
Stevens  said.  “There’s  always  been 
inversions,  but  there’s  never  been  as 
much  population  (as  now)....  We  tend 
to  accelerate  the  problem  and  add  to 
it.” 

Winter  in  Utah  usually  means 
snow-covering  and  high-pressure 
systems,  with  stagnant  conditions  re¬ 
sulting  from  the  lack  of  wind.  The  sun 
in  the  morning  does  not  heat  the 
ground  because  the  rays  are  reflected 
instead  of  absorbed. 

Add  to  that  the  frequent  cloud 
cover — which  also  shuts  out  the  sun’s 
warming  rays — and  the  cold  air  stays 
settled  at  or  near  ground  level  most  of 
the  day,  Stevens  explained.

According  to  the  Utah  Drivers 
Handbook,  you  should  do  each  of  the 
following: 

1.  Stop  immediately.  If  you  are  in¬ 
volved  in  an  accident  and  you  do  not 
stop,  your  license  could  be  revoked 
for  a  year  and  you  could  receive  a  jail 
sentence  of  up  to  one  year  or  a  fine  of 
up  to  $500  or  both. 

2.  Render  aid.  Until  medical  help 
comes,  you  should  avoid  moving  any¬ 
one  who  appears  seriously  injured  un¬ 
less  absolutely  necessary. 

3.  Contact  the  police.  If  the  acci¬ 
dent  results  in  injuries,  death  or  at 
least  $400  total  property  damage,  you 
must  notify  the  police,  the  sheriff  or  a 
Highway  Patrol  trooper.  This  rule  ap¬ 
plies  to  all  types  of  accidents  — 
whether  another  driver  was  involved 
or  not. 

4.  Exchange  the  following  informa¬ 
tion:  name  and  address,  insurance 
policy  number,  driver’s  license  num¬ 
ber  and  vehicle  registration.  If  the 
owner  of  an  unattended  vehicle  can¬ 
not  be  contacted,  leave  a  note  with 
the  following  information:  your  name 
and  address,  the  name  and  address  of 
the  owner  of  the  car  you  are  driving 
and  a  statement  of  the  circumstances 
of  the  accident. 

5.  File  an  accident  report.  If  the 
accident  resulted  in  injury,  death  or 
at  least  $400  total  property  damage, 
you  must  make  a  full  report  within 
five  days  to  the  Financial  Responsi¬ 
bility  Section  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Safety.  This  report  is  required 
even  if  the  accident  wasn’t  your  fault.

“I  laugh 
because  I  say  the  cancer  society 
comes  first  and  his  family  comes  sec¬ 
ond,  but  that’s  okay,”  said  Jan 
Nourse. 

Seven  years  ago  Dick  Nourse  was 
diagnosed  with  lymphoma  cancer.  At 
the  time  of  his  diagnosis,  chances  of 
survival  were  50  percent;  the  odds 
have  now  increased  to  90  percent. 

Fifty  percent  of  cancer  can  be  elimi¬ 
nated  right  now  without  one  scientific 
breakthrough,  but  with  diet  and  reg¬ 
ular  medical  examinations,  Nourse 
said. 

Teaching  cancer  patients  to  have  a 
positive  mental  attitude  is  a  major 
part  of  the  battle,  said  Nourse. 

His  experiences  with  cancer  help 
Nourse  encourage  others  with  the 
disease.  “I  usually  get  at  least  one  call 
a  week  from  cancer  patients,”  said 
Nourse. 

The  patients  Nourse  admires  the 
most  are  the  children  afflicted  with 
this  disease.  “It’s  hard  to  understand 
why  someone  so  young  would  be  af¬ 
fected  by  this,  but  they’re  fighters 
because  they  have  a  lot  to  live  for.” 

When  Nourse  was  diagnosed  with 
cancer,  he  received  thousands  of 
cards  and  letters  expressing  sympa¬ 
thy  and  hope. 

“It  means  a  lot  when  you  sit  there 
every  night  (on  the  news  program); 
you  don’t  know  who  is  out  there  until 
you  are  down  and  out  and  then  they 
show  their  support,”  said  Nourse.

“We  decided  we  wanted  to  get  in¬ 
volved  and  do  something  besides  just 
having  lectures  and  eating  dough¬ 
nuts,”  said  Theron  Quist,  president  of 
AKD,  “so  we’re  trying  new  things.” 

Quist,  a  27-year-old  gi’aduate  stu¬ 
dent  in  sociology  from  (3ridley,  Calif, 
said  this  year  is  unique  in  that  mem¬ 
bers  have  planned  activities  that  have 
not  taken  place  before  in  AKD.  Ser¬ 


vice  projects,  field  trips,  surveys  and 
discussion  groups  are  some  of  the 
events  that  have  been  planned,  he 
said. 

Such  activities  are  not  limited  to 
members  of  AKD,  but  are  available 
for  anyone  interested,  said  Quist. 

AKD  recently  provided  all  sociol¬ 
ogy  students  with  the  opportunity  to 
tour  Provo  City  J ail  “in  order  to  learn 
more  about  deviant  behavior  and  how 
our  society  handles  it,”  said  Quist. 

AKD  provides  activities  that  sup¬ 
plement  sociology  classes,  said  Lisa 
Rosenthal,  secretary  of  AKD.  “All  of 
the  activities  we’ve  planned  correlate 
with  what  we  are  learning  in  our 
classes,”  she  said. 

Rosenthal,  21,  a  senior  majoring  in 
sociology  from  Alexandria,  Va.,  said 
the  organization  gives  students  the 
opportunity  to  apply  the  knowledge 
they  have  learned  from  their  sociol¬ 
ogy  studies. 

“In  class,  we  learn  how  to  do  stud¬ 
ies  and  surveys,  but  we  never  actu¬ 
ally  do  them,”  she  said.  “But  through 
AKD,  we’re  really  going  to  do  de¬ 
tailed  studies  about  people.” 

Rosenthal  said  the  group  has  also 
planned  to  visit  hospitalized  victims 
of  child  abuse.  “Instead  of  just  bring¬ 
ing  the  kids  presents,  we’ll  spend 
time  with  them  and  give  them  affec¬ 
tion  —  things  they  need  but  don’t  get 
at  home.” 

Rosenthal  said  that  such  activities 
will  benefit  others  while  teaching  stu¬ 
dents  about  modern  social  problems 
such  as  child  abuse,  sexism,  rape,  in¬ 
equality  and  racism. 

There  are  many  chapters  of  AKD  at 
college  campuses  across  the  nation, 
but  BYU’s  chapter  is  one  of  the  most 


effective,  said  James  T.  Duke,  chair¬ 
man  of  the  sociology  department. 
“The  students  here  are  willing  to 
make  it  go,”  he  said.  “They’re  self- 
sustaining  and  self-sufficient.”

Brough,  director,  “it  is  not  as 
personal  as  the  (Madsen) 

Recital  Hall.” 

The  concert  is  fun  and  the 
groups  like  the  audience  to  be 
as  excited  as  they  are,  said 
Brough. 

The  concert  begins  with 
“Nu  Sungo,”  by  Manolo  Ba- 
drena,  which  was  arranged  by 
Brough.  It  is  a  Latin  song  per¬ 
formed  on  a  new  Spyro  (jyra 
album. 

“I  always  try  for  an  upbeat 
number  to  begin  the  con¬ 
certs,”  said  Brough.  “This 
light  work  is  designed  to  get 
the  audience’s  attention  before  I 
change  the  mo6d.” 

The  mood  changes  to  a  serious  tone 
with  the  Percussion  Ensemble  per¬ 
forming  the  technically  demanding 
piece  “Music  for  Mallets  and  Percus¬ 
sion,”  by  John  Bavicchi. 

“This  is  the  main  course  and  some-

Holiday  ornaments  have  come  a  long  way  since 
the  standai’d  glass  balls,  tinsel,  angel  hair  and  gar¬ 
lands.  Many  are  now  crafted  in  acrylic,  bone  china, 
wood  and  porcelain. 

The  Hallmark  “Keepsake  Ornament”  designs, 
started  in  1973,  include  rocking  horses  and  some 
commemorating  special  events,  from  an  Olympic 
marathon  Santa  to  this  year’s  acrylic  “We  the  Peo¬ 
ple,”  for  the  bicentennial  of  the  U.S.  Constitution. 


Scroggins,  a  broadcast  journalist  who  now  lives 
in  Houston,  Texas,  with  her  husband  and  son,  says 
ornaments  aren’t  for  the  Christmas  tree  alone  and 
need  not  be  packed  away  after  the  holidays. 

She  offers  some  ideas  for  decorative  ways  to  use 
ornaments  throughout  the  year: 

—  Display  them  on  bookshelves  or  mantels,  in  a 
printer’s  box  or  shadow  box. 

—  Hang  crystal  ornaments  in  the  window  to 
create  holiday  prisms  when  the  sun  shines 
through.

The  20, 162  basketball  fans  who  at¬ 
tended  the  BYU-Montana  St. 
matchup  Friday  night  at  the  Marriott 
Center  were  served  an  after-Thanks- 
giving  Day  feast. 

The  menu  included  a  high-scoring 
contest  with  an  e.xciting  finish  that 
gave  the  Cougars  a  90-89  victory  over 
the  defending  Big  Sky  Conference 
champions. 

The  game  should  be  a  good  warmup 
for  Utah  St.,  whom  the  Cougars  will 
play  tonight  in  Logan  at  7:30  p.m. 

The  game  will  be  broadcast  live  on 
KSL-TV. 

The  Aggies  have  only  played  one 
game  thus  far  in  the  season,  losing  to 
Utah  last  weekend. 

In  Friday’s  game,  BYU  quickly 
overtook  an  early  6-9  Bobcat  lead, 
and  the  game  began  to  look  like  a 
rout. 

The  remainder  of  the  half  gave  the 
home  crowd  a  feeling  of  security  as 
BYU  raced  to  a  31-21  lead  with  10:08 
left.  The  10-point  lead  wasn’t  chal¬ 
lenged  by  the  Bobcats  and  BYU  left 
the  court  at  halftime  with  the  score 
51-34. 

'  BYU’s  shootingpercentage  stood  at 
51  percent  at  the  half  while  Montana 
State’s  was  kept  at  a  low  34  percent. 

“We  played  great  defense  the  first 
half,”  said  Chatman. 

Montana  St.  didn’t  let  the  lead  get 
them  down  as  the  game  got  rolling  in 
the  second  half,  however.  BYU 
seemed  to  establish  themselves  at 
first,  and  the  Cougars  rolled  to  a  22- 
point  lead  with  16:09  left  to  play.  Then 
the  Bobcats  slowly  closed  the  lead 
while  the  BYU  coaches  yelled  at  their 
players  for  not  hustling  enough. 

Montana  clawed  back  to  a  two- 
point  deficit  at  66-64,  only  to  have  the 
Cougars  pull  away  again  and  make  it 
83-70  with  five  minutes  remaining. 

Cougar  fans  again  weren’t  allowed 
to  breathe  easy  as  the  roller  coaster 
ride  continued.  Montana  St.  put  on  its 
final  run  and  closed  the  margin  to  89- 


87  on  a  three-point  basket  by  Tom 
Domako,  who  was  the  Big  Sky  MVP 
last  year. 

Domako  then  fouled  Brian  Taylor, 
who  hit  one  of  two  foul  shots.  With 
Montana  St.  holding  the  ball  and 
BYU  having  its  three-point  lead. 
Bobcat  Ray  Willis  hit  a  ten-foot  base¬ 
line  shot  with  five  seconds  to  go.  The 
clock  ran  out  and  BYU  had  its  first 
victory  of  the  young  season. 

“All  I  can  say  is  that  I’m  glad  he 
took  a  two-pointer  at  the  end  instead 
of  a  three-pointer,”  said  BYU  Coach 
Ladell  Andersen. 

Andersen  said  he  was  glad  his  team 
pulled  out  the  tough  victory  against 
the  Bobcats,  who  were  21-8  last  year. 
In  summary,  “It  taught  us  a  lot,”  he 
said. 

Andersen  substituted  liberally  dur¬ 
ing  the  game,  especially  during  the 
end  of  the  contest  when  he  put  in  his 
most  accurate  foul  shooters. 

Montana  St.  Coach  Stu  Starner 
gave  credit  to  BYU  for  pulling  out  the 
victory,  but  commented,  “On  a  for¬ 
eign  court  during  the  last  20  minutes 
we  exhibited  a  lot  of  quality.” 

Starner  said  6-9  BYU  forward 
Michael  Smith  was  the  difference  in 
the  game.  “Certainly  the  glue  to  the 
win  was  Smith  coming  together  like 
quality  players  do,”  he  said. 

He  thought  a  bright  spot  in  the 
Bobcat  offense  was  David  I^leming, 
who  is  only  a  freshman,  who  came  off 
the  bench  to  score  seven  points.  “I 
didn’t  even  know  he  was  going  to  play 
tonight,”  said  Starner. 

BYU  was  led  by  Smith  and  Andy 
Toolson,  who  both  collected  19  points. 
Chatman  closely  followed  with  18, 
and  Marty  Haws  had  a  career-high  16 
points. 

Domako  had  31  points  to  lead  all 
scorers.  He  made  eight  of  16  three- 
point  shots. 

Statistics  appeared  fairly  even  at 
the  game’s  end.  Both  teams  shot  a 
little  over  51  percent  from  the  field. 
BYU  shot  78  percent  from  the  foul 
line,  while  the  Bobcats  shot  69  pei-- 
cent.

Behind  Susan  Shumway’s  21  pointjs 
and  four  rebounds,  6yU  won  ja 
thriller  against  the  Wildcats  of  Weber 
State,  84-80,  Friday  night. 

Then  on  Saturday  the  Cougars  ac¬ 
cumulated  an  11-point  halftime  lead, 
but  still  lost  to  the  20th  ranked  Stan¬ 
ford  Cardinals  84-83. 

BYU  Coach  Courtney  Leishman 
said  that  he  was  pleased  with  the  vic¬ 
tory  over  the  Wildcats.  “I  liked  what  I 
saw  on  the  floor,”  he  said. 

The  game  proved  to  be  closer  than 
anticipated,  according  to  Leishman. 
“This  is  the  best  that  Weber  State  has 
played  against  us  in  the  past  11 
years,”  he  said. 

The  Wilcats,  who  shot  60  percent 
from  the  field,  battled  back  from  a  10 
point  half-time  deficit  to  go  ahead  73- 
72  with  3:47  to  play. 

Two  consecutive  fast-break  layups 
by  Shumway  put  the  Cougars  back  in 
control  at  76-73  with  2:54  remaining 
on  the  clock. 

Each  team  traded  baskets  until, 
with  21  seconds  to  play,  Weber  State 
went  to  the  free-throw  line  down  82- 
78. 

Wildcat  Melanie  Knott  missed  the 
front  end  of  a  one  and  one  but  Laurie 
Seehawer  grabbed  the  rebound  and 
scored  to  make  it  82-80  with  17  sec¬ 
onds  to  go. 


An  intentional  foul  by  Weber  State 
sent  Karina  Zapata  to  line  with  six 
seconds  left  on  the  clock.  Zapata  con¬ 
nected  on  both  charity  tosses  to  give 
the  Cougars  the  84-80  victory. 

According  to  Leishman,  free- 
throws  are  crucial  to  being  successful 
on  the  basketball  court.  “We  take 
free-thrpw  practice  yery_  seriously 
when 'We-.are  preparing  for  a  game,” 
said  Leishman. 

In  the  Stanford  game,  BYU  trailed 
15-2  early  in  the  game.  With  senior 
Cathy  Nixon  leading  the  way,  the 
Cougars  then  began  to  light  up  the 
scoreboard  and  took  a  48-37  halftime 
lead. 

The  Cougars  started  the  second 
half  cold,  however,  and  the  Cardinals 
came  back  to  take  a  59-58  lead.  The 
Cougars  fought  back  and  again  took 
the  lead  with  a  free  throw  from  Scar¬ 
let  Overly. 

BYU  had  a  seven-point  lead  with 
five  minutes  left  to  play  but  were  un¬ 
able  to  hold  it. 

Stanford  tied  the  game  with  1:27 
left,  and  with  three  seconds  left  Car¬ 
dinal  Celeste  Lavoie  sank  the  first  of 
two  free  throws,  rebounded  the  sec¬ 
ond  shot  and  the  remaining  time  ran 
out. 

Leishman  said  despite  the  loss,  he 
was  pleased  with  the  way  his  team 
played.  “The  team  knew  they  had  to 
play  together  in  order  to  win.  The 
girls  played  hard,  played  as  a  team 
and  just  about  pulled  it  out,”  he  said. 

The  Cougars  next  travel  to  Green 
Bay,  Wis.,  where  they  will  play  in  the 
Wisconsin-Green  Bay  invitational  on 
Friday  and  Saturday.

Saints' win 
brings  joy 
to  city 

NEW  ORLEANS  (AP)  —  Along 
with  the  general  feeling  of  well-being, 
there’s  a  cokl-eyecl  economic  benefit 
to  finally  'having  a  winning  football 
team  in  New  Orleans,  Mayor  Sidney 
Barthelemy  said  Monday. 

The  Saints  assured  themselves  of 
the  first  winning  season  in  their  21- 
year  history  Sunday  with  a  20-16  vic¬ 
tory  over  Pittsburgh.  With  four 
games  remaining,  the  Saints,  8-3,  can 
finish  no  worse  than  8-7  in  this  strike- 
shortened  season. 

New  Orleans  had  to  surrender 
about  $1.5  million  in  taxes  as  part  of 
the  package  that  enabled  Tom  Benson 
to  buy  the  team  three  years  ago.  At 
the  time,  it  was  estimated  that  the 
Saints  pump  an  average  of  $132  mil¬ 
lion  per  year  into  an  economy  blighted 
by  the  collapse  of  the  offshore  oil  in¬ 
dustry. 

“I  think  there’s  no  question  that  the 
benefits  of  keeping  the  Saints  here  far 
outweigh  the  cost,”  Barthelemy  said. 

“We  would  have  liked  to  have  been 
able  to  keep  them  here  without  sur¬ 
rendering  that  money,  but  that 
wasn’t  possible,”  he  said. 

Barthelemy  was  a  two-way  per¬ 
former  at  tackle  for  St.  Augustine 
High  School  in  his  youth,  and  he  has 
followed  the  Saints  as  a  fan  since  they 
started  play  in  1967.

“The  name  Pepperdine  means  vol¬ 
leyball,”  said  BYU’s  Head  Coach 
Elaine  Michaelis.  “We  need  to  be  pre¬ 
pared  to  play  well.” 

When  the  BYU  and  the  Pepperdine 
teams  met  in  October,  the  Cougars 
beat  the  Waves  10-15,  15-1,  15-4  and 
15-8.  Overall,  BYU  is  8-4  over  Pep- 
percline  since  competition  between 
the  two  schools  began  in  1976. 

The  winner  of  the  match  will  ad¬ 
vance  to  the  West  Regional  games  in 
Stanford  on  Dec.  11-12,  if  third- 
ranked  Stanford  wins  its  first-round 
match  against  Oregon. 

BYU  is  currently  led  by  junior  out¬ 
side  hitter  Jill  Sanders  Plumb,  junior 
middle  blocker  Dylann  Duncan,  and 
senior  setter  Maikki  Salmi.  Plumb 
leads  the  team  in  kills  with  545,  a 
hitting  percentage  of  .360  and  255 
digs.

F or  the  seventh  Monday  night  in  a 
row,  the  favoi'ed  team  went  down  to 
defeat  as  the  Los  Angeles  Raiders 
blew  out  the  Seattle  Seahawks,  37-14.

Almost  all  of  the 
yardage  came  through  the  air,  the 
touchd^own  coming  on  a  46-yard  pass 
to  James  Lofton. 

It  was  then  that  Bo  Jackson  went  to 
work.  When  Seattle  punted  the  ball 
after  three  offensive  plays,  Wilson 
started  giving  the  ball  to  Jackson  and 
he  appeared  unstoppable.  Wilson 
capped  off  the  drive  throwing  14 
yards  to  Jackson  for  the  14-7  lead. 

Seattle  got  the  ball  and  again  could 
only  keep  the  ball  for  three  plays.  The 
crowd  saw  renewed  life  when  ’hawk 
punter  Ruben  Rodriquez  got  off  a  63- 
yard  boot  that  was  downed  on  the 
Raider  5-yard  line.

The  second  half  was  more  of  the 
same  story:  Bo  Jackson.  The  Raiders 
took  the  kickoff  and  drove  the  length 
of  the  field  via  Jackson  Express.  He 
put  the  ball  in  the  end  zone  on  a  two- 
yard  run,  raising  the  Raider  lead  to

Jackson  could  manage  no  more 
scoring  plays  but  he  finished  the  game 
with'22i  yards  rushing  and  235  total 
yards.  The  rushing  yardage  was  a 
Raider  all-time  record  for  the  rookie 
Heisman  Trophy  winner. 

Marcus  Allen,  the  second  member 
of  the  all-Heisman  Trophy  Raider 
backfield,  got  his  name  in  the  Raider 
record  book  also.  His  yardage  gave 
him  the  most  yardage  rushing  all- 
time  for  a  Raider. 

Los  Angeles  finished  off  their  scor¬ 
ing  with  a  23-yard  third  quarter  Bahr 
field  goal.  Seattle  ended  the  quarter 
with  Krieg  throwing  three  yards  to 
Mike  Tice  for  a  touchdown  and  the 
final  37-14  score.  The  fourth  quarter 
was  just  a  formality  as  both  teams  ran 
out  the  clock. 

The  Seahawks  did  manage  one 
bright  spot  as  Steve  Largent  kept  his 
consecutive  games  with  a  reception 
streak  alive,  his  148th. 

The  win  ended  a  seven  game  losing 
streak  for  the  Raiders  and  left  them 
at  4-7.  The  loss  for  Seattle  left  them 
one  game  behind  San  Diego  in  the 
AFC  West. 

Cleveland  leads  the  AFC  Central 
division  with  a  7-4  mark  and  Indiana¬ 
polis,  Buffalo  and  New  York  are  tied 
in  the  East  at  6-5. 

In  the  NFC,  Washington  leads  the 
East  by  three  games  at  8-3.  Chicago  is 
two  up  in  the  Central  at  9-2  and  San 
Francisco  leads  New  Orleans  by  one 
game  in  the  West.  Sunday  climaxed  a 
first  for  the  Saints  as  they  wrapped 
up  their  first  winning  season  ever.
